‘High’ pupils hospitalised 

Six students rushed to A&E after taking legal highs’ together before starting the school day

THE headteacher of a school where 
six students fell ill after taking a 
‘legal high’ has declined to com¬ 
ment on reports that another 
student was suspended last year for 
bringing in cannabis. 

John Burridge, head of Lealands 
High School, said he is ‘not prepared 
to discuss individual students’ and 
added that the school had a ‘robust 
drugs and substance abuse policy’. 

On Thursday six students, in dif¬ 
ferent year groups at Lealands, were 
rushed to the Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital in three ambulances after 


taking the ‘legal highs’ before school 
started. 

They were said to be suffering from 
a ‘variety of symptoms’ but were 
later discharged and it is believed 
they will recover fully. 

A Lealands student told Luton on 
Sunday that one of the affected 
students had collapsed and another 
kept ‘laughing and giggling’ during 
a police interview. 

He added that last year another 
student had been suspended for a 
month after he was discovered with 
cannabis. 

He said: “They took the drugs and 
came to school and then they all 
started getting sick. 


“One of them collapsed and then 
they called the police, and another 
was being interviewed by police and 
he kept laughing and giggling. 

“They all went to hospital after¬ 
wards.” 

Luton on Sunday also spoke to a 
parent with a child at the school who 
said the incident was ‘horrible’ and 
‘frightening’. 

The mother, who does not wish to 
be named, said when staff informed 
parents about the ill students she 
initially suspected food poisoning 
and was worried for her daughter, 
who attended the school’s breakfast 
club that day. 

She said: “It was horrible because 


my daughter attends breakfast club, 
but then I thought ‘it can’t be food 
poisoning’. 

“I did think it could be drug or 
alcohol related, and it’s just fright¬ 
ening. I did not know anything 
about what had happened until I got 
to the school. 

“But we did get a letter from the 
school and they acted upon it.” 

In the letter sent out to parents on 
Thursday afternoon, Mr Burridge 
reassured parents and said no other 
students had been affected by 
Thursday’s incident. 

He also said: “We know this may 
cause some concern for various rea¬ 
sons, but we would ask everyone to 


stay calm and avoid unnecessary 
speculation.” In a statement regard¬ 
ing the student suspended last year, 
he said: “I am not prepared to dis¬ 
cuss individual students. 

“The school has a robust drugs and 
substance abuse policy, as all 
schools do, which we follow.” 

Detective Sergeant Sandra Evans, 
from Bedfordshire Police, said: 
“We’d like to take this opportunity to 
remind people that just because a 
substance is marketed as being 
‘legal’, it does not mean it is safe. 

“It’s not always clear what ingredi¬ 
ents such substances are made up 
of, or what effect it is likely to have 
on you.”

Lib Dems slam Labour 
for council tax increase

A 1.5 PER CENT increase to 
council tax was approved by 
Luton Borough Council at its 
annual budget meeting on 
Monday evening. 

The increase will boost the 
budget by £857,000 for the com¬ 
ing year but was met with con¬ 
siderable opposition from 
Liberal Democrat leader David 
Franks. 

Cllr Franks said: “This increase 
was just not necessary. 

“The council was entitled to a 
government grant of £719k if it 
froze council tax and it’s only 
raising just over £130k more, 
while costing taxpayers £857k.” 

He also attacked the Labour- 
led council for its policy on older 
persons’ bus pass usage, saying: 


“Another council tax increase, 
still no bus pass use before 
9.30am and a charge of £35 to 
empty your garden waste bin. 

“It’s another monstrous smash 
and grab raid on hard pressed 
Luton families.” 

Cllr Franks and the 
Liberal Democrats 
proposed an amend¬ 
ment to the budget 
increase, which would 
have seen no increase 
made to council tax, 
along with the freeze 
grant being accepted. 

The amendment also pro¬ 
posed unlimited bus pass use 
and the waste bin charge to be 
scrapped. 

On the opposition to the 
Labour-led counciFs budget, 
Cllr Mohammed Ashraf, portfo¬ 
lio holder for finance, said: “If 


we’d accepted the grant we 
would have had to make a 
number of cuts. 

“The decisions we took were in 
the best interests of the people.” 
He added: “The amend¬ 
ment proposed by Cllr 
Franks was utter 
nonsense. 

“This is a time 
where we need to do 
better for Luton, 
regardless of politi¬ 
cal allegiance. 

“There was nothing 
constructive or 
concrete in what was 
proposed, it was very disap¬ 
pointing after the work we had 
put into the budget. 

“If he had suggested something 
constructive, we would have 
listened and maybe taken on 
board what he had to say.” 



Museum gets £200k funding for development 

MORE than £200,000 has been 
given to Wardown Park Museum 
by the government for its refur¬ 
bishment project. 

The fund, awarded by the 
Department for Culture Media 
and Sport (DCMS) in conjunction 
with the Wolfson Foundation, will 
help renovate and improve the 
galleries and public spaces. 

It will also allow more access for 
disabled visitors and a ‘better col¬ 
lection interpretation’. 

Karen Perkins, the museum’s 
director, said they would be 
applying for funding from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for the 
second phase of its project, which 
will cost £2.9 million. 

She said: “We are pleased that 
we received this funding. DCMS 
and Wolfson have always been 
very supportive and they also 
supported the development of our 
award winning Stockwood 
Discovery Centre. 

“It will help us transform the 
museum to a home of Lutonian 
heritage that we can be proud of.” TRANSFORMATION: It is hoped the money will allow for improvements

TEEN CHARGED WITH ATTACKING 0AP 

A 15-YEAR-OLD boy has been charged 
in connection with an attack on a 
78-year-old man in Wardown Park in 
Luton last year. 

The victim had been walking his 
dog, near the lake, on December 6 
when he was assaulted. He was 
taken to hospital in a serious condi¬ 
tion. He has since left hospital but is 
still suffering from the effects of the 
attack and recovering slowly. 

The boy was charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm without intent 
last Friday and has been bailed to 
appear at Luton Youth Court on 
March 10.

DUO JAILED FOR SHOPKEEPER THEFT 

TWO robbers who rammed a stolen 
car into a Luton shopkeeper’s vehicle 
to snatch his takings have been jailed 
for a total of 15 years. 

Victor Tull, 38, from London, who 
was the driver, got seven years and 
Daniel Rankin, 34, from Spalding, 
who leapt from the passenger seat to 
snatch the money, got eight years. 

Shortly after 11pm on September 4 
last year, shopkeeper Ponniah 
Vijayarajah locked up his shop in 
Rockley Road, Luton, and got in his 
car with the day’s takings of £1,175. 
Less than a mile away at the junction 
of Whipperley Ring and Ross Close, 
his VW Polo was rammed by the 
defendants who were in a stolen 
silver Vauxhall Astra. 

Both were convicted of aggravated 
vehicle taking and robbery but 
cleared of possessing an imitation 
firearm with intent. 

STOLEN PHONE STASHED IN SHOE 

A STUDENT put his foot well and truly 
in it when he stole an iPhone from 
Luton’s University of Bedfordshire 
campus and hid it in his shoe. 

Harold Penn-Timity, 25, of Hastings 
Street, Luton, was confronted by the 
victim and his friends, as well as an 
off duty policeman, in Fitzroy Court 
on November 10 last year and caught 
when someone rang the number and 
the phone could be heard ringing 
from his footwear. 

At Luton Crown Court this week he 
pleaded guilty to theft. 

He was sentenced to a 12 month 
community order and must perform 
80 hours of unpaid work.

Police want ‘security 
risk’ tribute removed

A MEMORIAL left to a man 
who died after being 
detained in police custody is 
to be removed because it has 
been dubbed a ‘security 
risk’. 

Bedfordshire Police wants 
to take away tributes left to 
Leon Briggs outside Luton 
Police Station in Buxton 
Road following a review. 

The force said the study was 
done across all of its estate 
following the increased 
threat to police officers and 
the resulting report found 
the tributes presented a risk. 

A spokesman for the police 
said the conclusions of the 
report will now be sent to the 
executive for decisions 
around what, when, and how 
the recommendations can be 
implemented. 

Leon, 39, of Ashburnham 
Road, Luton, died after being 
detained by police on 
November 4, 2013. 

An inquiry into his death by 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is on-going. 

In an email sent to Leon’s 
family last weekend, 


inspector Hob Hoque said: ‘I 
totally understand the 
memorial is not at the fore¬ 
front of your minds with eve¬ 
rything else going on. Supt 
Upex, who is Divisional 
Commander for Luton, is 
also responsible for station 
security. 

‘Recently station security 
has been reviewed by experts 
and it’s become apparent the 
over-grown memorial poses 
a security risk and needs to 
be removed.’ 

Responding to the email, a 


Justice 4 Leon Briggs (J4L) 
spokesman said the decision 
was ‘shocking, disappointing 
and curious’. 

Supporters of J4L left 
messages on Facebook criti¬ 
cising the move. 

Annie Mullane said: “If 
they intend to remove - then 
they need to replace it with 
something rather than noth¬ 
ing. Just not good enough.” 

Zoe Bunce said: “If it’s 
removed I for one will start 
replacing it x I’m sure many 
others will too x (sic).”

Finishing line beckons for Guildford Street work

HOW do you get over 
persistent injury problems 
that stop you from playing 
your chosen sport at the 
very highest level? 

You move to another sport, 
of course! Well, you do if you 
are Manny Muhammad. 

Manny is a professional 
boxer and fitness trainer 
who played college basket¬ 
ball in the United States but 
had his dream of making 
the NBA cut short by persis¬ 
tent injuries. 

He was born in the UK but 
moved to the US when he 
was only a few months old 
and grew up in Maryland, 
Baltimore, with his five 
sisters and four brothers. 

Growing up, Manny said 
sport was his ‘oxygen’ and 
reason for living. His moth¬ 
er’s job as a jewellery trader 
(his father a businessman) 
meant the family travelled a 
lot and Manny missed a lot 
of his schooling. 

But despite all that, he 
made sure he didn’t miss 
out on his love in life. 

He says: “When I was a kid, 
all I did was sports. I hardly 
paid attention at school. 

“All I did was track and 
field, American football, 
basketball, and boxing - my 
life revolved around sports.” 

What sport did he enjoy 
the most? “I actually never

chose one sport,” he says. “I 
always was involved in 
multiple activities. 

“One of my favourite ath¬ 
letes of all time was a multi¬ 
sport player. His name is 
Deion Sanders. And another 
one is Bo Jackson. They both 


played baseball and 
American football.” 

Manny says he felt he was 
talented enough to do more 
than one sport at a time so 
he played American foot¬ 
ball, basketball, football 
and athletics. 

In 2000 he settled on 
basketball and played for 
Albany State University, 
where he hoped to be draft¬ 
ed into the NBA. 

But persistent injuries to 
his left knee severely 
hindered his progress and 
he failed to get picked by 
any team, including the 
Miami Dolphins NFL team 
for whom he tried out in 
2004. 

During one of his rehabili¬ 
tation periods he decided to 
leave the States and try his 
luck in Europe.

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but he says he felt the need 
to give basketball another 
try. 

Manny managed to secure 
a contract at an Italian team 
but also tried to get deals in 
Croatia, Serbia and Turkey. 

Eventually, he ended up in 
London where he had the 
chance to play in the British 
Basketball League, but he 
turned it down because he 
became frustrated with his 
injuries preventing him 
from reaching his true 
potential. 

How did he deal with his 
setbacks? 

“Oh, man. I didn’t deal 
with it very well, to be 
honest,” he says. “But even¬ 
tually you get over things 
and you have to move on. I 
had a lot of advice from my 
mom. 

“She said ‘make the best of 
your youth, you’re still 
young, there are other 
things you could do in life. 

“‘Don’t dwell on the fact 
that you can’t play basket¬ 
ball at a high level, some 
people don’t even reach the 
level you reached’. So I had 
to move on from that.” 

It was at this time Manny 
switched to boxing, a sport 
he had enjoyed from the age 
of 11. 

He went to Graham Earl’s 
House of Champions to 
maintain his fitness but 
ended up being offered a 
contract after beating a 
couple of professionals he 
fought in the ring. 

Since then he has moved 
to Trad TKO Boxing Gym in 


London, fought and won 
three fights, and has set his 
sights on becoming a title 
holder. He has also set up a 
personal training business 
and an exercise machine 
design company. 

What are his thoughts on 
the local boxing scene? 

Manny says: “I think Luton 
is a boxing town. I think 
there’s some young talent 
here. You’ve got Iordan 
Reynolds, who’s doing good 
things; Michael Devine; 
Kayamba Prosper and 
Marco Stephenson, so we’ve 
got some professional box¬ 
ers who are doing alright.” 

What has he learnt from 
his journey so far? 

“What I’ve learnt from my 
life so far is never take any¬ 
thing for granted, because I 
remember when I was that 
young, upcoming superstar. 
I thought I had everything 
made, and boom - that one 
injury changed my life,” he 


says. “It turned my life 
upside down. But I recov¬ 
ered from that. 

“Another thing is to always 
be grateful for whatever 
situation you find yourself 
in. 

“I hear a lot of people 
complaining but if they 
knew how difficult it was in 
some other places they 
would thank God that they 
were living in Luton. 

“So, always be grateful - 
you don’t know what can 
happen tomorrow. Like you 
were just asking, could 
Luton be my base? But who 
knows what could happen 
tomorrow? I’m just thankful 
that I’m alive and healthy, 
you know? 

“Believe me, I train a lot of 
people and if you see just 
how unhealthy some people 
really are, you would thank 
God for your health. 

“I’m just very grateful at 
the moment.”

Smoking residents 
above UK average

ONE in five adults continue 
to smoke in Luton - above 
the national average of 18 
per cent. 

The British Heart 
Foundation (BHF) has 
released the information and 
urged people in the town to 
visit their local stop smoking 
services ahead of No Smoking 
Day on March 11. 

Studies have found that 
smokers are four times more 


likely to succeed in quitting 
with help from NHS stop 
smoking services than if they 
go it alone. 

Dr Mike Knapton, associate 
medical director at the BHF, 
said: “Smoking increases the 
risk of coronary heart 
disease, stroke and a variety 
of cancers. 

“The good news is that 
stopping smoking is the 
single best thing you can do 
for your heart health and the 
risk to your overall health 
decreases significantly soon 


after you stop.” While the 
damage smoking does to 
physical health is well- 
known, there is little known 
about the impact it has on 
those closest to smokers. 

A new survey for No 
Smoking Day was commis¬ 
sioned to shine a light on the 
devastating impact smoking 
has on people’s relationships. 

Dr Knapton added: “Passive 
smoke is a cause of short and 
long-term illness in others 
and is particularly harmful 
to children.”

Novel soars from page to stage 


At Cineworld all this week 

JENNIFER Aniston pulls off a dramatic transforma¬ 
tion for her latest role in Gake; a story about pain, 
loss and learning to love again. 

You’ve got to hand it to her, she’s finally 
managed to stretch her acting muscles and show 
that she’s capable of much more than the cast- 
typed comedy roles that have hampered her since 
her days in Friends. 

Her scarred face, dowdy dress sense and stiff 
walk are a stark contrast to what we expect from 
Aniston, who still manages to fuse her comedic 
quips with her character’s bitter attitude for a truly 
captivating performance. 

She plays Claire, a once pleasant woman who is 
now embittered with her life after surviving a car 
crash which killed her child and left her suffering 
chronic pain. 

When Nina, a woman in her support group, 
commits suicide, Claire begins seeing visions of 
the dead woman which drive her to track down 
Nina’s husband and son. Together they learn to 
cope with their pain to become happier people. 

It’s a story that has plenty to say about grief and 
pain and, for the most part, delivers intelligent 
insights and a strong emotional plot. 

But the overarching cold themes can be hard to 
swallow and the occasional awkward writing 
means key moments evoke pity for the actors 
rather than sympathy for the characters. 

The film deserves credit for its raw story that 
admirably steers clear of becoming bogged down 
in sentiment.

What got me interested in this 
role primarily is that it’s a chance to perform in 
what is an amazing book which has adapted 
for the stage. 

“Also, it’s still relevant to this day, delving 
into the issues and conflict faced by black peo¬ 
ple in 1930s America.” 

Zack, who has previously worked with the 
National Theatre Company, adds: “How you 
get into a role all comes down to rehearsing 
periods, working with the director and 
immersing yourself in the character, 
whether it’s Othello or Tom Robinson.”

I try to look like 
the character and not an actor, to try to get the 
embodiment perfect.

The play’s arrival ties in perfectly with the 
release of Lee’s sequel, Go Set A Watchman, 
which is to be published on July 14 - more than 
50 years later. 

“Everyone involved in this production is 
amazed by it, that a sequel’s coming out after 
all these years,” says Zack. 

“I’m looking forward to reading it and seeing 
the direction taken with all the characters and 
what’s changed in Maycomb.”

Subaru’s most iconic badge is back, but don’t 
get too excited. In this case, it’s attached to the 
rounded rump of the decidedly modest Impreza 
1.6i RC, a car that delivers the trademark 
all-wheel drive and flat-four engine. It also 
delivers 147g/km and a mere 114PS, which 
doesn’t sound quite so impressive - until you 
consider that this is that rarest of things, a 4WD 
family hatchback. And one priced at less than 
you’d have to find for an equivalently powered 
and specified Focus or Astra - you’ll pay from 
around £17,500 and get plenty of kit too. 

Can this modern Impreza cut it? 

The front suspension is a fairly standard strut setup, 
while double wishbone rear suspension offers more 
tuneability than the usual cheap torsion beam rear ends 
that many cars in this class opt for. The symmetrical 
all-wheel drive system does offer improved traction, 
especially on low grip surfaces such as wet tarmac or 
snow. To get the most out of the all-wheel drive system, 
you ought to invest in a set of winter tyres and get 
used to performing spring and autumn swaps for 
summer rubber. 

There’s nothing particularly exciting about the Imprezas 
silhouette, as this car has been on sale in Japan and 
the US for a good couple of years already. Exchange 
rates have prevented it going on sale in Europe, as the 
strength of the Yen would have pushed prices 


prohibitively high. Its here now, thanks to a softening 
of the Japanese currency but I doubt this Impreza is 
going to draw too much attention to itself. The shape is 
a development of the rather dumpy Impreza hatch and 
while it is undoubtedly sleeker than before, its still no 
head turner. In fact, it looks much like an XV that’s been 
treated to a set of lowering springs. That’s no surprise, 
as the XV was marketed in Japan as the Impreza XV, 
so if you’ve driven an XV, the interior isn’t going to 
come as a great surprise. 

This car’s buying proposition will depend on your 
perspective. Before this Impreza arrived, those wanting 
or needing all-wheel drive in a family-sized car and not 
able to spend well over £20,000 on the cheapest 4WD 
Crossovers or compact SUVs were limited to the crudity 
of SsangYong Korandos and Dacia Dusters. This Subaru 
is a much more palatable option, priced at less than 
you’d pay for a much less well specified Astra or Focus. 
Look at it that way and there’s not much not to like. 

The issue will come if Subaru dealers try to pitch this 
car to customers who simply don’t care about 4WD. 
These people will perhaps question this Imprezas higher 
running costs and less cutting edge driving dynamics - 
though they’ll certainly like the amount of equipment 
that comes as standard. In other words, it’ll be horses for 
courses. Which, in all likelihood, will make this model 
a rare sight on our roads. But for its target clientele, 
a welcome one.

IF IT hadn't been for bad luck this calendar 
year, Luton would have no luck at all - but that 
may just have changed against Accrington 
Stanley. 

The Hatters were decidedly off-the-boil and 
second best until Jayden Stockley headed his 
second goal in as many games five minutes 
before half time. And they weren’t that con¬ 
vincing in the second period, but they got the 
job done. 

Luke Guttridge’s third of the campaign 
ensured Town put to bed a two-game losing 
run, while results elsewhere all went their way 


for the first time in a very long time indeed, 
with defeats for Burton and Shrewsbury and 
just a draw for Wycombe. And suddenly their 
see-saw flirtation with automatic promotion 
appears a little rosier with the gap between 
them and Wanderers now just two points. 

“We’re looking upwards, we’re not looking 
below us anymore,” said Stockley, adding:

unrest caused and con¬ 
firmed he wants to help 
Luton win promotion this 
season. 

Cullen was introduced as 
an 82nd minute substitute 
and received a good recep¬ 
tion from the Kenilworth 
Road faithful, even coming 
close to a goal on two occa¬ 
sions. 

Speaking about the end 
to the speculation, 
Guttridge, who netted the 
second goal, said: “That’s 
brilliant for Cully, the club, 
the manager. It makes it 
easier that they’ve come 
out and made a quick state¬ 
ment. 

“As players, we haven’t 
really known too much 
about it. Cully has not been 
a problem. Whatever has 
happened, has happened, 
and I’m delighted that he’s 
come on. 

“Whatever has been said 
I’m just delighted that the 
fans took it the right way. 

“They could have booed 
him if they wanted but 
they didn’t. They gave him 
a big cheer and hopefully 


that will spur him on. He’s 
our top goalscorer and if he 
gets some more goals and 
also helps us get promoted 
this season, that’s bril¬ 
liant.” 

Boss John Still added: 
“It’s a difficult one because 
I made it quite clear at the 
time - I don’t want anyone 
that doesn’t want to play 
for Luton.
